How to deliver thc atomic bomb 
swiftly and surely to enemy targets 
perhaps thousands of miles away 
appeared today, to be the most ur- 
gent concern of the U. S. Military 
high comniand. 


Two official announcements over 


the 
weekend support this belief. 
'One was White House disclosure 
that the joint chiefs of staff have 
decided to put off indefinitely the 
third atomic bomb test which had 
been tentatively scheduled for next 
April at Bikini. 


The other-was a navy announce- 
ment that ,the uncompleted 
'15,- 


000-ton battleship .Kentucky 
and 


27,000-ton battle cruiser 
Hawaii 


would be made into "guided mis- 
sile warships." 


With what it has left of men and 


money, the high command 
now 


evidently intends to concentrate on 
development of long-range missiles 
for delivering thc bomb. In 
the 


months to come it will employ its 
dwindling resources primarily to 
this end instead of scattering them 
to continued studies into thc al- 
ready proved capacity of splitting 
atoms to destroy. 


Obviously other 
factors—demo- 
bilization , of trained scientific and 
service personnel, money cost, and 
the successful Able and Baker Day 
tests at Bikini—entered into the 
decision to cancel preparations for 
a deep 
underwater 
test 
next 
spring. 


But the most compelling :"actor 
appeared to be the urgent desire 
of both major branches of the mil- 
itary to speed development of thc 
pushbutton weapons with 
which 


many persons believe a third world 
war would be fought. 


In any event, thc cancellation de- 


cision was no surprise io persons 
connected with Operation " Cross- 
roads. As early as last June, weeks 
before the first of this summer's 
tests at Bikini, they had seen in- 
dications that there would be no 
"Test Charley." 


Determined never again to enter 
a new war with weapons of the last 
one, both the army and navy have 
been pushing research into guided 
missiles. Both are convinced that 
such weapons—remotely controlled 
by radio, equipped with 
atomic 


warheads, and capable of spanning 
oceans and continents—are feasible

1 Every state except Nevada has 
at least one junior college, accord- 
ing to the American Association of 
Junior Colleges. The greatest num- 
ber are in the eastern states. 
There are many in the middle 
west, where Ihe first public junior 
college was slarted in Joliet. .111., 
in 1902. But California, with 76, 
leads all states in the number of 
such schools. 
The AAJI 
says 
the 
nation's 


junior colleges — bill hardly any 
of Ihose in Ihe east — still have 
room this fall for about 25,000 to 
30.000 studenls. 
Many people may wonder: What 


is a .Junior college? Why go to 
one? What does it do? ' 


Some junior colleges have 'our- 
year courses: The lasl two years 
of high school and the equivalent 
of the first two years in college. 
But most — and this story will 


deal only with this group — take 
in only high school graduales and 
give them two years of schooling. 


A junior college can't give the 
kind of degree a college can give, 
like bachelor of arts or bachelor 
of science. 
It docs give a degree —called 
an associate degree — like an as- 
sociate in arls. This is upon com- 
plelion of two years1 work. 
Generally, junior colleges 
give 


this kind of education: 


1. A general course, the 
'irst 


two years of the tradilional col- 
lege courses. 
.2. 
Special 
business 
courses.. 
These prepare 
a 
sludent for. 
some special kinu cT work, like 
secretarial work, v/ilding, drafting, 
mining, printing. 


Take No. 1, the general course. 
This is equivalent to the fresh- 
man and sophomore years in col- 
lege. Having finished Ihis course 
a student can go on to a senior 
college to finish his 
junior 
uiiiJ 
senior years and get his rujuiiai 
degree but— 


Anyone intending to Stan ii. . 
junior college and finish in a a^u 
ior one, had better :"ind out "ay 
whether the senior college ot l.i; 
choice will consider the junior col 
lege as equivalent to its own firsi 
two years. Some do, some doii'i 


Now take No. 2, the special in, 
r.ess courses. 


A student taking a special course 


— like secretarial work or weld 
ing — may get additional stuuieb 
in English or science or physical 
education. 


This will give him some educa- 


tion in addition to what he has hud 
in high school. 
Many junior colleges are set 
in a community with the idea ol 
training the students — those who 
take the business courses —in ;iobs 
which that community can provide 


But why should 
anyone 
who 
wants a four-year regular college 
course go lo a junior college 
at 
all? This is the explanation given 
at the AAJC offices here: 


If there's a junior college in a 


student's home area, where he can 
so as a day student for two years, 
he'll save money. 
But if there's 
no 
saving 
of 


money, he'd do just as well to go 
straight Ihrough the senior college 
from the start. 
Junior colleges also provide—-for 
those who want a general (ourse 
but can't afford to go four' years 
to college — the equivalent of the 
freshman and sophomore yc^rs,,in 
college.
